Dr. Nye Retires 


R. HARRY H. NYE, educator, 

minister and lecturer, retired 
from the faculty of Juniata in June. 
He was honored at a luncheon fol- 
lowing Commencement on June I. 


A widely known 
’ Christian educator, 
' Dr. Nye has been a 
member of the fac- 
fom ulty at Juniata 

J since 1930. He re- 
_ tired as professor 
_, of history emeritus, 
but had not been 
instructing last 
term because of ill- 
ness. 

Dr. Nye’s church activities over a 
period of many years have been high- 
ly significant and he was honored in 
1950 with an honorary degree of doc- 
tor of divinity conferred by Eliza- 
bethtown College. He has been an 
active minister of the Church of the 
Brethren since 1917 and served as 
part-time pastor in six churches, pre- 
siding elder in seven churches, and 
as a member of the General Mission 
Board of the Church of the Brethren. 


Born in Elizabethtown Nov. 9, 
1887, Dr. Nye received his early edu- 
cation in the public schools of Lan- 
caster and Dauphin counties. He 
was graduated from Elizabethtown 
College and also received a B.A. de- 
gree from Franklin and Marshall 
College in 1915. He obtained a 
master of arts degree from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1916. 

His professional activities have in- 
cluded public school teaching and 
Elizabethtown Academy. Dr. Nye 
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taught history, economics and sociol- 
ogy at Elizabethtown College from 
1916 to 1930 and history and politi- 
cal science at Juniata College since 
1930. He was director of summer ses- 
sions at Elizabethtown from 1925 to 
1930. 


87 Degrees 


IGHTY-SEVEN bachelor’s de- 

grees were conferred by President 
Calvert N. Ellis at Juniata’s Com- 
mencement exercises in Oller Hall 
Monday, June 1, as the 77th year 
closed with an emphasis on religious 
history. Ihe Rev. Roland H. Bain- 
ton, professor of Ecclesiastical his- 
tory at Yale University, emphasized 
the theme in his address to the Class 
of 1953. Of the total of 87 seniors, 15 
were awarded bachelor of arts de- 
grees and 72 bachelor of science.

Original Painting 
AN original painting of the 
“Headwaters of the Juniata,” 
painted in 1830 by Thomas Cole, has 
been given to Juniata College as a 
gift from the estate of the late Dean 
Homer B. Vanderblue of Northwest- 
ern University.

JC Ranks High 


UNIATA College is ranked among 

the top 50 colleges and universi- 
ties in a nation-wide survey made for 
the Ford Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Education to deter- 
mine which educational institutions 
had the best records for producing 
“young American scholars of prom- 
ise. 

The study, conducted by two Wes- 
leyan University psychologists, con- 
cludes that America’s most produc- 
tive young scholars are produced by 


only 50 of the nation’s 800 colleges: 


and universities. 


UNIATA ranks 43rd in the na- 

tional listing and is one of only 
four in Pennsylvania, according to 
the authors, Dr. Robert H. Knapp 
and Dr. Joseph J. Greenbaum. Top- 
ping the list for all institutions. is 
Swarthmore. Haverford ranks fifth 
nationally; University of Pennsyl- 
vania is 58th. 


The authors of the study defined a 
scholar (for purposes of the study) 
as one who had earned a Ph.D. de- 
gree or who had received a fellow- 
ship for academic excellence from a 
university, government or private 
foundation. ‘They found that only 50 
colleges in the country produced 10 
or more scholars for each 1000 grad- 
uates during the period 1946-1951. 


W leet STUDY, published in book 
form under the title ‘‘The 
Younger American Scholar — His 
Collegiate Origins,” is the first to 
show where the students with 
promise of future intellectual 
achievement come from. Ranking 
behind Swarthmore are Reed, Chi- 
cago, Oberlin, Haverford, California 
Tech, Carleton, Princeton, Antioch 
and Harvard in the top ten. 

Knapp and Greenbaum studied the 
records of 7,000 graduates meeting 
the qualifications of the report. ‘They 
found that privately supported co-

Thirty-six percent of the group 
has religious affiliation and 58 per 
cent of the liberal arts colleges repre- 
sented have some sectarian ties. 
Schools in the top fifth of the tuition 
fees are several times more produc- 
tive than those in the remaining 
four-fifths, the report discloses. 
Hence, Juniata’s record is even more 
impressive because its tuition fees 
are among the lowest in the East.

Juniata College has again been in- 
cluded in the 1953 listing of recom- 
mended small colleges in the annual 
report of James W. Hampton. It is 
one of 25 independent liberal arts 
colleges selected in the East by an 
advisory board of regional consul- 
tants.

Double Champion 


OM CHEROK, 21-year-old junior 

from Verona, Pa. is firmly estab- 
lished as Juniata College’s top “cup- 
winning” golfer following his double 
victory in two major tournaments 
this season and the C. Blair Miller 
golf award. 

The power-driving former caddy 
became the first collegiate golfer to 
capture the championship in both 
the Middle Atlantics Conference 
tournament and the Western Mary- 
land Invitational. And Cherok did it 
on successive Saturdays. 

In winning medalist honors at 
Western Maryland with a 141 for 36 
holes, Cherok also paced the Juniata 
foursome to the team title ahead of 
Loyola of Baltimore. This marked 
the fourth time Juniata’s golfers have 
won this tournament — 1949, 1950, 
1951 and 1953. : 

One week earlier, the former Penn 
Township High club-swinger fired a 
152 over the tough part 74 American 
Legion Country Club course near 
Mount Union to capture the indi- 
vidual trophy in the fourth annual 


Juniata College Invitational. This. 


also made Cherok the Middle At- 
lantics champion, but Juniata lost 
the team title to Lehigh University. 


Not only has ‘Tom gained personal 
fame but he also has helped to boost 
his Juniata College team into the 
golfing spotlight in his three seasons. 
Cherok competed on Juniata’s win- 
ning team in 1951 and 1952 in its 
own tournament and he also has re- 
ceived a player trophy for two Jun- 
jata team victories in the Western 
Maryland event. 

Cherok’s three season dual match 
record at Juniata is an impressive 23 
victories against only 4 defeats.

Fetterhoof (Acad ’07). 
The appointment was made only 
a short time after Judge Himes 
gained the nomination on both 
tickets in a lively primary campaign 
in May against another Juniatian, 
Attorney I. Newton Taylor ’26. His 
nomination is equivalent to election 
to the county’s highest office. 


Judge Himes took the oath in 
Governor Fine’s ornate Reception 
Room in Harrisburg, May 25, 1953. 
It was administered by Justice of the 
Peace John Paul Jones from Judge 
Himes’ home town of Shade Gap. 
Governor Fine attended the cere- 
money and called the jurist “an able 
member of the Huntingdon bar —

ONSTRUCTION of the interior 

of the student social center at 
the College is now under way in 
order to assure its near-completion 
for the opening of college in Sep- 
tember. 

Actual work began last spring 
when a student committee launched 
an all-out effort on a project known 
as ““Operation Cooperation” to pro- 
vide Juniata with a much-needed 
social center. 

Students cleared the basement of 
the women’s gymnasium as a site for 
the center. They removed an old 
stage on the main floor; provided for 
new entrances by tearing out sections 
of brick wall; removed the ground 
floor and cemented in a new floor at 
a lower level; and completed plans 
for the design of the interior. 

Simultaneously, the students con- 
ducted a fund-raising campaign 
among parents, alumni and friends 
of the college. ‘This money is slated 
to be used to offset the expense in- 
volved in having the interior work 
completed by contractors, according 
to John T. Fike, college treasurer. 


Most of the work must be done in 
the basement of the gym to provide 
for a book store, snack shop, post 
ofice and lounge. But there is 
“plenty of work” to do on the main 
floor to complete the girls’ locker 
and shower room facilities which 
were forced to move.

Dr. N. J.’s Estate 


HE COLLEGE will receive the 

major share of the estate of the 
late Dr. Norman J. Brumbaugh, 
eminent educator and widely known 
chemistry professor who died Feb- 
ruary 15, 1953. 

Personal estate, valued at “about 
$40,000,” and real estate of Dr. 
Brumbaugh will be turned over to 
the college, according to terms of the 
will. John T. Fike, treasurer of the 
college, has been named executor. 


The will provides for a memorial 
professorship in chemistry and .as- 
signs additional money to the Pro- 
fessor Jacob H. Brumbaugh scholar- 
ship fund. , 


In addition, the college has bee 
given the use of the Dr. Brumbaugh’s 
former residence. Fike stated that 
the home will be used next fall as a 
residence hall for women students. 
Renovations will bé made this sum- 
mer to provide for 12 senior girls. 


A “substantial amount of money” 
will be earmarked for the Jacob H. 
and Rachael Jodon Brumbaugh me- 
morial professorship in chemistry in 
memory of Dr. Brumbaugh’s parents. 
Part is provided from sale of per- 
sonal estate and part by annunities. 
An additional $5,000 has been added 
to the scholarship fund which was 
established in 1937. 


Dr. Brumbaugh retired in June 
1949 after 28 years of service to 
Juniata. During this period, he estab- 
lished the department of chemistry 
in 1925 and developed it into one of 
distinction in the scientific world.

lnvestment Club Established ee 


IFTY-FIVE members of Juniata ~ 


College’s graduating Class ‘of 
1953 have established a 10-year in- 
vestment club designed to provide a 
systematic plan of giving to the alum- 
ni fund of the college. 


The group, in an unprecedented 
move, has agreed to invest $10 each 
year for the next 10 years. The 
money will be used for the purchase 
of stocks and bonds under the guid- 
ance of a board of directors elected 
from those in the class participating. 


Herbert A. Miller, Huntingdon 
investment counselor -and assistant 
professor of economics at Juniata, 
has agreed to serve as counselor for 
the “53 Investors,’ as the club will 
be known. 


At the end of 10 years — in 1963 
— the entire portfolio of securities 
will be turned over to the college, 
according to Harold B. Brumbaugh 
"33, alumni secretary. No commit- 
ment has been made for the alloca- 
tion of the money at this time. 


In the meantime, each participat- 
ing member, or shareholder, will be 
entitled to dividend benefits on his 
investment. 


A Huntingdon graduate in the 
class, George P. Newcombe, has been 
named to the board of directors and 
will be in charge of investments for 
a three-year term. 


Chairman of the board of five 
elected by the class is J. Paul Good, 
Youngstown, Ohio. Good, who was 
business manager of ‘The Juniatian

and majored in economics and _ busi- 


ness administration, was selected for 
a four-year term. 

Other directors are Phyllis R. 
Link, Johnstown, secretary for a two- 
year term; Edwin B. McGwire, 
Watchung, N. J., auditor, one-year 
term; and Ronald L. Cherry, Lewis- 
town, treasurer for an undesignated 
term. 


‘The first meeting of the board was 
held in Johnstown when the direc- 
tors agreed to accept additional class 
shareholders until July 15. Another 
meeting of the directors is scheduled 
in Ocean City, N. J., July 25-26-27. 
Following this meeting, representa- 
tives of the board will meet with 
Prof. Miller in Huntingdon to de- 
termine the first investments. 


According to club plans, share- 
holders will meet annually at June 
Commencement at the College. A 
new director will be elected at each 
such meeting to serve for a four-year 
terin. 


Plans for this investment club 
were formulated by Cherry and Good 
prior to graduation. The idea was 
adopted by the class and an objective 
of 53 participating members was set. 
A group of solicitors aided Cherry 
and Good in signing up the share- 
holders. 

Sixty-one per cent of the graduat- 
ing class of 87 have accepted mem- 
bership in the investment club. At 
least 11 other members have indi- 
cated an interest and may sign later, 
according to Cherry.
